THE THANKSGIVING WEEK-END: OCTOBER 10-12 

Another Thanksgiving week-end has come and gone; and judging from all accounts, it was an 

excellent one. With the School enrollment at a record 199, an increase of 15 over last 

year attendance over the week-end was about 750, of whom about 90 were Old Boys. 

To accommodate the large number, Sunday morning service was held in St. Peter s s, Sher- 
brooke, at 9.45, and even with its large seating capacity, the church was filled. Mr. Cooper, 
student at Bishop's University and School organist, was at the organ, and the Chaplain and 
Choir director, the Rev. H. G. Forster, conducted the service and preached the sermon. The 
Choir sang the Te Deum and the Anthem, "Sing, O, Heavens". The singing was excellent, 
restraint and clear diction being most discernible. Selecting sentences from the General 
Thanksgiving as his text, the Chaplain called upon us to be grateful 'for our creation, preser- 
vation, and all the blessings of this life' and reminded us of the horrors of war which we in 
Canada had been fortunate to escape. Continuing the theme of gratitude, by translating it 
from words, so easily spoken, to the carrying out of specific actions, and paying a fine tribute 
to Mr. W. Page, the chaplain concluded by saying that if ten Old Boys or guests were willing 
to contribute $100 each to commemorate in a grateful manner the work accomplished by Mr. 
Page, then he, too, would contribute a like amount. (The Chaplain is happy to announce that 
by lunch on Sunday he had made his donation, and by Monday evening there were 20 contribu- 
tors. ) Sunday afternoon, the Headmaster and Mrs. Glass were At Home from 4. 30 until 6. 00 
for the many parents, Old Boys and members of the staff. Our thanks to them for their kind- 
ness in entertaining us and giving us the opportunity of meeting together in such friendly 
surroundings. Monday morning, about 25-30 Old Boys took part in the Annual Old Boys VS 

School rugby game which the Old Boys won. 18-13. A delicious lunch for which we 

congratulate the Chef and his kitchen staff was served at two separate sittings, after which 

Prize-Giving was held in the Gymn at 3:00. Seated on the platform were: The Chairman of 
the Board of School Directors, Mr. Justice W. Mitchell ( '16-'19; '23-'26); Brig.

Pattison, Esq., M.A., the assistant Headmaster; Col. E.G. Brine, Master-in-charge of 
the Prep. The Chairman welcomed the many guests to the School and on their behalf thanked 
the St. Lawrence Corporation, Montreal, for its generous gift of $5,000. to be devoted to the 
Physics and Chemistry laboratory. Before calling upon the Headmaster to address the au- 
dience, the Chairman spoke of the great interest in the School which the Headmaster always 
showed in performing his duties and the inspiration he was to the boys who looked up to him 
for leadership and guidance. The Headmaster, the main speaker of the afternoon, then 
delivered an excellent address, outlining what B. C. S. was trying to accomplish in the realm 
of education, and stressing four basic objectives for schools: formal, physical, religious and 
social education. Emphasizing the point that formal ■" or book -- education was the boy's 
business, the Headmaster stressed the importance of a high academic standard and concluded 
by saying that he and his staff would work diligently toward this aim. Brig. J. H. Price, in 
introducing the Guest of Honour, reminded the audience that Brig. A. H. Gault, a former 
British M. P., was the organizer of the famous regiment, The Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry. Stating that Brig. Gault was a distinguished Old Boy and that no one could be 
welcomed back to the School more warmly than he, Brig. Price said that the only good thing 
he knew that resulted from the Second World War was that it brought back home to Canada 
our Guest of Honour. Brig. A. Gault then addressed congratulatory remarks to the prize 
winners and evoked hearty laughter when he consoled the non-prize winners by stating that 
their opinions merely differed from those of the examiners. He ooncluded by saying that 
while most parents are content if their son is a good, average boy, yet leaders must be more 
than good average boys and our country, our civilization, was crying out for leaders to-day.

INTERESTING FACTS PERTAINING TO THE ASSOCIATION 



Through lack of information and records, we can only assume that, prior to 1904, Old Boys of 
the School had no separate Association of their own but used to join graduates of the University 
at special banquets and dinners. In 1904, we read of the following Old Boys being elected offi- 
cers of the newly formed B.C.S. Old Boys' Association: H. W. Molson ('98-'01), CM. Holt 
('73-'79), G. R. Hooper ('72-'79), R. J. Heneker ('67-'75), Pemberton Smith ('82-'87), E. B. 
Cochrane ('78-'80), H. Pillow ('96-'01), H.A. Sims ('97-'99) . H. H. Sims ('96-'99). We do 
not know whether a charter had been granted nor how long the association functioned. In 
1908, the University and School had become separate institutions. The Rt. Rev. Lennox 
Williams ('70-'76) and nineteen other Old Boys presented a petition, which was assented to by 
Charter on June 4, 1910, to form an Association known as the Old Boys of Bishop's College 
School. The activities of this Association were, no doubt, interrupted and curtailed due to the 

exigencies of the First World War. ( , 

On December 19, 1931, a Dinner was held under the chairmanship of T. H. P. Molson ( '16- 18) 
in the Mount Royal Hotel at which, due to the fine efforts of H. C. MacDougall ( '16-'22) and G. 
H. Cook ( '14-'17), 132 Old Boys were present. It was decided at this Dinner to revive the 
Association and 96 Old Boys paid their fees that night. The following Old Boys were elected to 
office: Hon. Pres. : Sir H. Montagu Allan ('7 1 -'76) ; Pres: T. H. P. Molson ('16- '18); Vice- 
Pres: H.C. MacDougall (' 1 6-'22) ; Sec'y-Treas: Major E. de L. Greenwood ('03-' 1 2) ; Mem- 
ber s of the Executive Committee: R.N. McLeod ( '1 0-'17), H. E. Dwyer ( '17- '20), G. H. Cook 
( ' 1 4 - '17), R. More wood (' 9 - '15). It was hoped to be able to gather together some of the 
Charter Members of the former Association in order to elect the members so that the Associa- 
tion could function under the original Charter. This, however, proved impossible and J. G. 
Porteous ( '17-'21), the honorary legal adviser, undertook the work of preparing a draft of the 
By-Laws and petitioning the Lieutenant-Governor of the Province for a new Charter which was 
assented to on Nov. 29, 1933. The first annual Meeting and Dinner of the revived B. C. S. Old 
Boys' Association under Charter was held at the Mount Royal Hotel on Dec. 16, 1933, and the 
officers mentioned above were confirmed in their positions, with the following elected to the 
Executive Committee: J. G. Ross ('09-' 17), A. Y. Wilks ( ' 9 - ' 12), J. G. Porteous (' 1 7 - '21). 
Since that date regular Meetings and Dinners (the latter were suspended during the War years) 
have been held annually.

The combinei 
Scholarships now known as the Old Boys' Schalarship, are worth about $750.00.
